"Squeek" Squires, Bill Battles, Roy Donahue, and Bob Horton put their 
musical talent to work for the R. R S. band that year. Mary Jeffords was 
elected president of the Junior Mimes Club, and Cynthia Sullivan was selected 
from the class of + 50 as a majorette. 

Our class contributed five boys to the jay-vee basketball squad: Bob 
Perkins, "Squeek" Squires, Bob Sharrow, Ed Warner, and Jim Guild, 

jean Shortsleeves, Evelyn Gleason, Peggy Gilbert, Mary Bladder, and 
Susanne Davis did a good job cheering at all the games and, at the end of 
the season, |ean and Peggy were selected as varsity cheerleaders for the next 
three years, 

Lindley Squires and Bill Battles were the only freshmen to win their 
ski letters. 

Most of us will never forget the varsity basketball team of '47 which 
won the state championship for Rutland for the first time in several years , 

Much to our disappointment, our freshman team lost to M. S. J. in both 
the Rutland FrosrrSoph tourney and the West Rutland tournament. 

Bob Sharrow and Jim Gudd made the varsity squad and won their letters 
in baseball. 

With a year of experience behind us we were quite confident concerning 
our sophomore year. 

Our second year found Jim Guild again at the helm, with Mary Jeffords 
as vice president and Alice Chellis secretary-treasurer. 

Our Sophomore Hop, 'The Greatest Little Show on Earth,' 1 was a 
huge success. Lindley Squires, chairman, was an able executive of this 
important second-year affair. Aiding him in making it the success that it 
was were Peg Gilbert, Martha Edson, Sue Davis, Bob Perkins, Nancy Buchheim, 
and Sherman Hunt. 

It was in 1947 that the first steps toward the organization of Teen Town 
were taken. Marv Jeffords was instrumental in bringing to the attention of 
the students and the community the need of organized recreation for teenagers. 
Through her efforts Rutland's Teen Center was begun and has developed 
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into one of the most popular gathering places for Rutland's high school 
students. 

The jayvee basketball team with Bob Sharrow, Bob Perkins, Fritz Rich- 
mond, Ed Warner, Carleton Clifford, Walt Johnson, and Jim Guild, from the 
class of 1950, had a very successful year. By the end of the season Bob 
Sharrow^ Bob Perkins, and Jim Guild were on the varsity squad 

Lorraine Bellamy, Mary Bradder, and Allison Lane were chosen from the 
class as majorettes for the school band,. 

One of the outstanding events of our sophomore year was the achieve- 
ment of our classmate, Andrea Mead, in winning a berth on the United States 
Olympic Ski team competing in Switzerland. 

Fritz Richmond, Bob Sharrow, and Jim Guild won baseball letters 
that year. 

Susanne Davis and Nancy Buchheim were appointed associate editors of 
the Rt'J ii h J WIuIl and Mary Anna Bugbee was elected assistant manager of 
the business board at the close of our second year. 

Marilyn Jillson, Fritz Richmond, and Alice Chellis directed our activities 
for our junior year. 

Rutland had a very good season in football in 1948, and our boys brought 
home both the state and city championships: Lettermen who represented the 
class of 1950 were Walt Johnson, Carl Clifford, ''Butch 11 Fuller, Don Mc- 
Farren, and Jim Guild.

Rutland found themselves behind for the hrst time of the year, the 
following Saturday at Bellows Falls, but our Braves braved sloppy weather, 
and ripped the Fallsmen apart with two touchdowns in each of the last two 
periods, winning 27-7. Huge George Cady realized the lineman's dream 
as he pounced on a loose ball in the Purple end zone for Rutland's hrst score, 
McConnell, "Yogi" Garcia, and Miles all ended up in paydirt, before the 
afternoon was over. 

Brat tie boro was the next victim, as our lads swam past the Southerners 
19-13. on a quarterback sneak bv Guild in rhe waning minutes of the game, 
on a field that was a complete quagmire. The most sensational six points of 
the afternoon, was a 73 yard pass play from Guild to Miles for the Raiders' 
hrst tally. 

The season's last conquest came against St. Mary's with Rutland scor- 
ing at will, racking up a 37-0 decision Bill Frappier completed the longest 
run in many a campaign, for RHS, scampering 96 yards to a touchdown near 
the end of the game.

Making this offensive punch possible were a number of boys, of which 
none were really standout scorers, Bob Perkins led the way with 233 tallies; 
Co-Captain Bob Sharrow hit with 195 to be the runner-up for the second 
consecutive campaign. Trick) Dick Grace, who will be back next year, 
hooked in 165, while Co-Cap tain Jim Guild's rejuvenated step-shots were good 
for 125 markers. "Booner" Bernardo, only a sophomore, gave an indication 
of good things to come in seasons ahead, splitting the twines for 97. 

Rutland's goal defenders weren't the most amazing of the half-century, 
for the opponents drifted through the Raider barriers to the tune of 878 points. 
However, the guards couldn't be blamed for all of the destruction, as such 
backcourt operators as Guild, "Joe" Dolan, and "Bud" McConnell turned in 
commendable performances throughout the duration of the long season. 

Entering the Southern Vermont Tournament, Rutland was figured to be 
knocked off by Brattleboro in easy fashion, but the Red and White upset the 
dope, with a shining 41 to 33 triumph over the Bratts. Rutland went on 
to the championship Mount St. Joseph scrape, again the underdog, but built 
up a seven-point half time advantage, and an 1 1 marker cushion midway through 
the third canto, but failed to keep up the tornd pace, as the Saints came 
back to take a 34-31 decision in a whirlwind hmsh + 

Guild made the All-Tournament Class "A" team for the second time, 
while Perkins entered the select group this year, Sharrow, who failed to 
repeat this year, was co-cap tain m the 49 affair. 

Sharrow concluded three seasons of varsity play, and set himself up as 
one of Rutland's alb time high scorers, with a total of 551 points. Bob also 
set somewhat of an attendance record, appearing in 66 contests. 

Perkins, who started in 49 consecutive games, tallied 404 points during 
his varsity career, and was the ninth best scorer in the League this year.
